Good Laws Cannot be Repealed 


Because of Slack Enforcement.

The FRKSSO KEITHI.ICAN, in reference 


to the non-enforcement to the Sunday 
closing ordinance, wisely opposes the 
idea that a law should be repealed 
simply because it 
is not enforced. 


That 
principle if generally applied 


would make our statutes very thin, Imt 
the converse does not necessarily fol- 
low,—that there should be a law for the 
righting of every wrong. 


It is not always wise to enact laws for 


the. impossible simply because it would 
be abstractly right to do so. Of all the 
aclivities-of men vurv few aro regulated 
by law or ever can be. Human law is 
a blunt instrument at best and ia chiefly 
useful to indicate thfi state of the public 
conscience. It is a formal expression of 
public opinion, but as wo all of us know 
better than we do so our laws inevitably 
mark a higher state of civilization than 
actually exists. 


To repeal all the laws that are not 


obeyed would he to falsify and degrade 
the state of the public consi'icncf, and 
the conscience of the public everywhere 
in .America is demanding the restriction 
of the liquor trallic.

SAN FKA.NYi.titt, March 29.—All ques 


tion regarding the removal of the cap 
ital from Sacramento to San Jose has 
been at last net at rest. The supreme 
court has decided that Sacramento shal 


nain the government seat of the stati 


of California. 
The opinion renderet 


today was by Justice Harrison, will 


concurrence oi the court. 
The 


whole question fell upon the propositioi 
submitted at the last session of the leg- 
islature, for an amendment to section 1 
of article XX of the constitution. The 


iiendinent advised the removal of the 


capital from Sacramento to Ran Jose, 
but imposed a number of conditions oi 
a more or less binding nature, including 
the payment of $1,000,000 and the deed- 
ing of ten acres of 1 .nd. The action on 
which the great decision is given was 
Mttitled, H. j'. Liveruiore vs. E. G. 
Waite. The court goes on to state that 
;lie lower court rendered judgment in 
avor of respondent and an appeal was 
aken to the supreme c'Jiirt by tbu de- 
endant Waite. 
The decision is a 


lengthy one, and finds that the method 
by which the removal was proposed is 
inconstitutionnl.

Comments by 
ilvur men in the senate and house make 
t evident that free coinage bills will be 
ntroduced and attempts made to pasa 
hem as a result of the seigniorage veto.

"Polities?" echoed Senator Goucher 


oi Fresno to a Mail reporter's question 
today iu a chat at the Yosemite house. 
"Well, I confess to au embarrassing 
lack of Uxed opinion as to what the out- 
come wil1 be. I miiy gay that the 'hard 
times' and President Cleveland seem to 
have been partners in rendering the 
Democratic condition on this coast a 
chaotic one. Were an election held to- 
day my judgment is that we would lose 
this state by anything from 30,000 up- 
ward. No party couul have prevented 
the beginning of the hard times, be- 
cause the conditions which bred them 
were world wide rather than national. 
Those conditions are entwined with the 
commerce and the crops of the world, 
and the idea expressed by Senator Tel- 
ler of Colorado, to the effect that world- 
wide hard times occur at intervals of 
from ten to twenty years, uncontrolled 
by the foruiiiud conduct of governments, 
is in my opinion a sound one. 


"It has nevertheless becjnie an Amer- 


ican political axiom that when hard 
times do come the party in power must 
bear the blame. Thus President Cleve- 
land's administration is widely con- 
demned, and the Democratic party must 
suffer the penalty which has many times 
been visited upon its greatest advers- 
aries. 


"To add to Democratic distress and 


chaos in California," continued the sen- 
ator, "the people here are not satisfied 
with Cleveland1^ apparent prejudice 
against silver coinage and his evident 
dalliance with the question of Chinese 
deportation. 
Nothing less than the 


very liberal or the free coinage of silver 
will please this coast, and the working 
classes have cause to be disgusted with, 
the fruitless promises made about pre- 
venting-the coming and hastening the 
soinc of Chinamen. There has been no 
time to create and put into operation 
Cleveland's tariff reform legislation, but 
in hard timea the pfoplft will not make 
allowance for this. Cleveland's admin- 
istration met iu its first regular congress 
last December, but distressed thousands 
in this state eeem to think that benefits 
from tariff reform promises should lie 
delugiug the country already. Oflcourae 
this is unreasonable. 


"Who will the Democrats nominate 


for governor? Well, we will nominate 
somebody to be beaten. I don't thint 
any Democrat can win the governor's

lists or the .Republican party will gen- 
erously pat him OQ the bauk with an in- 
dorsement.

The reasons for discontinuing the tar- 


iff on sugar and aiding the home 
industry by a bounty is so obvious and 
well k nown that they scarcely require 
to again be set forth in print. A large 
proportion of the immense amount of 
sugar consumed in this country is im- 
ported from foreign countries, and as the 
domestic product is yet too Email to con- 
trol the market price, aa a matter of 
course the foreigners were able to add 
the duty to the selling price and the con- 
sumers paid the tariff. Tbe question as to 
how the important industry of domestic 
sugar manufacture could be encouraged 
and developed without imposing this 
tar 
on. the consumers was solved by 


admitting foreign sugar free and paying 
the home manufacturer a bounty that 
•would enable him to successfully build 
UD his industry in competition with the 
free foreign product. The bounty costs 
tbe consumer far less tbsn the co-called 
revenue duty proposed by the Wilson 
bill, and if that measure goes into effect 
it will impose a burden upou every con- 
sumer of sugar in this country until 
such time as the domestic industry has 
developed to an extent that it will regu- 
late the price and force the foreigners to 
pay something for the privilege of get- 
ting into the marke.t with their product. 
The .Republican idea as exemplified in 
the McKinley tariff is to secure a 
-revenue by levying duties upon foreign 
products which are also produced in this 
country, admitting those free which are 
not produced here, and sugar was made 
an exception for the sufficient reason, aa 
Btated, that the domestic product is yet 
so small compared to the consumption 
that a large saving could be made by 
protecting that particular industry by a 
bounty instead of a tariff. Sugar ia 
probably the only article of domestic 
production which can be more advant- 
ageously protected by a bounty than by 
a duty on the foreign product. 


COMMENTING on the opinion of a con- 


temporary that the United States con- 
aalar service should promote tbe sale of 
our manufactures abroad, the Stockton 
Kail says: 


"Why should the people of tbe United 


States be taxed to pay for the services of 
agents in foreign countries in promoting 
the sale of certain linen of American 
manufactures? What is there about the 
manufacturing business that makes it, 
as it w*re, sacred to the country, while 
tne productioo of raw material is left to 
take care of itself—the production of 
wheat, for example, whose sale in a for- 
eign market could never be helped nor 
hindered by a consular agent? These 
matters fall within the category of pri- 
vate enterprise, which should lie left to 
the care of the private persons directly 
interested. It does not comport with a 
p:oper conception of the legitimate 
functions of irovtrnment that auents 
should be maintained anywhere for the 
sale of goods.—.Stockton Mail.

Tlie court took an early adjournment to 
y.;iO a.m. this morning and it seems that 
the end of tbe evidence ia close at hand. 
It is not announced whether the de- 
fendant will be put on the stand. 


MOIUilKli SESSION. 


Albert Frankenau of the mercantile 


tirm of Frankenau Brothers, Sanger, 
testified to the use of the pass book be- 
tween the Curtis ranch and his firm, 
and furnished a transeriptof the articles 
purchased August 29, 1892. He could 
not say whether Heath made the pur- 
chases'or some onp, else from the ranch. 


Eugene Deuprey, one of the attorneys 


for the defense at the former trial, waa 
called to refute the testimony of S. S. 
Culver with regard to Heath threaten- 
ing him with a pistol on the Monday 
evening the murder was committed. 


He stated that during the last trial 


and while the defense was introducing 
testimony Culver came to him at the 
Grand Central hotel and stated that he 
had been to Stinger and nad investigated 
tbe matters witnesses for the defense 
were testifying to and was satisfied that 
he was mistaken us to the man who 
thrust the pistol in his face; that the 
man was shorter than Heath, and Cul- 
ver asked witness to have Mr. Foote re- 
call him to testify that he was mis- 
taken. 


A. (j. Frioka, a bouse painter of 


Berkeley, testified tbat he was at work 
on the Curtis vineyard at tbe time of 
MeWhirter's death. The defense of- 
fered to prove that he bad been brought 
back to Fresno at last trial in hand- 
cuffs ; the court ruled it out. He came 
to town Sunday, August 28, 1892, with 
Heath and was sent back to tbe ranch 
about 5 o'clock by Heath in charge of 
some Chinamen. Heath sent a note to 
Curtis with him. Heath returned the 
next dav between 4 aud 6 p m. with 
John Heurv; then went to Sanger in a 
cart, and got back about 7.30 p.m. 


Some of the men wanted to go to 


Fresno that night to take the train for 
Berkeley, and Fricks was to drive. He 
then corroborated the other witnesses 
about the mules getting away from him, 
and that Heath grabbed the, lines, waa 
tripped in an irrigation 
ditch and 


dragged a short distance. They aban- 
doned the trip and wituesa saw Heath 
ou the place about i) to 9.30 p.m., and 
again next morning at breakfast. 


The defense tried to get in the inter- 


views Imil with witness by Stilwell in 
Berkeley and after be was placed in jail 
about Heath having a pistol, but the 
court ruled it out. 


On cross-examination he denied that 


he hud ever been in the company of 
Captain Lees in Sau Francisco under an 
assumed name. He described the teams 
driven to Fresno August 2fith, and stated 
that he had at the time been at work on 
the buildings at Curtis' ranch for two 
weeks, and remained thereabout a week 
after the murder. 


George Bloor, recalled for cross exam- 


ination, stated that at tbe time lie was 
with Policeman Johnson opposite Hen- 
ry's stable, on the night of the murder, 
he saw no one on the street tbat he 
knew. 


Iv. C. Myers, driver for the Standard 


Oil Compa'ny, stated that he stopped at 
the Fresno house, kept bv Mrs. Cray- 
croft, beginning May 17, 1S'J2, and re- 
mained there about ten days, occupying 
room No. 7, and had an umbrella which 
he left there. 
Mr. Johnson objected to the introduc- 


tion of this evidence on tbe ground that 
the umbrella bad been offered in evi- 
dence by the prosecution and the ofTer 
had been ruled out by the court and 
thereupon the. prosecution abandoned 
that line of evidence. 


The defense asked to be permitted to 


withdraw that objection, which Mr. 
Johnson strenuously opposed as un'air. 
Mr. Short made a short argument on 
the point, holding that as the evidence 
of Mrc. Cray croft and Mrs. Hill waa for 
the sole purpose of identifying and in- 
trojucing the umbrella, it failed to be 
material when ruled out by the court, 
and that'll waa not now proper to pre- 
mit tbe defense to set up a man of straw 
to be knocked over. The court took the 
matter under advisement over the noon 
recess to look into the status of the evi- 
dence, and the witness was withdrawn. 


Charles T. Kerns, a contractor and 


rarpenterof Berkeley,'was next called, 
:md testitied that he was engaged at the 
time of the murder in building a house 
on the Curtis ranch, and that Heath 
was working there at the time. Heath 
left for town with a load of hay on Sun- 
day for Fresno, and returned Monday 
iKtween 4 and 5 p.m. with John Henry, 
lie then went to danger in a cart and 
got back near 8 o'clock. He then cor- 
roborated tbe incident of Fricks letting 
the mules get away about 8 o'clock, 
and paid he saw Heath there between 9 
and 10 o'clock. 


On cross-examination he said his 


statements of him were estimates, not 
exacts. He did not know the witnesses 
for the defense, and had not talked with 
them about the case. 


11. F. Calhoun, a Berkeley painter, 


was also working on thcCurtid vineyard 
fourteen mites east of town, and fully 
corroborated the testimony of the pre- 
ceding witnesses that at the hour wit- 
nesses Culver and Crow testiiied Heath 
was in Fre°no, that he was on the Cur- 
tis vineyard, fourteen '"Ues away. 


On cross-examination, he was not 


positive as to dates, but fixed the time 
aa tbe Mouday the murder was comrnit- 


William Smith, a plumber from Oak- 


land, was also working on the house at 
the Curtis ranch, and corroborated the 
others aa to Heath's presence there. 


On cross-examination ho got mixed 


up, somewhat, and aaid, like Policeman 
Johnson, that they got the newn of the 
murder on the morning it occourred out 
of the papers, though he did not read it 
himself, but Curtis did. In fact there 
was no paper until in the afternoon. 


Mr. Foote then asked couwot to read 


the evidence of Mr*. Curtii, who waa 
out of the State. Mr. Johnson objected 
and stated that the prosecution would 
*'onij^iit to it it the- tiefeuett would per- 
mit iheui to read the evidence given al 
the last trial by l>r. XVatson 


"A-a-h, no! A-a-h, no!" exclaimed 


Mr. Foote derisively amid the laughter 
of the bar and audience. Mr. Foote 
then stated to the prosecution that they 
might produce l>r. Watson at any time 
they ton Id get him here during the pro- 
gress of the case and ihe defense would 
make no opposition to the production of 


.Mr. Foote offered to prove thatS|*a?ef 
who WHS with Tom Seaward and Frank 
Daly on their trip to the. Helm ranch on 
the ni^hl of the murder, had been in 
town during the progress of the case 
and might ii:uv Iteen Citlht) by the pro- 
stration but was not. James A. Ward 
was called to establish Spease's- presence 
in this city. 


Judge .M. K. Harris was next called 


itiul the neck of tin- audience waa 
craned with expeotanev, for every one 
knew tho work of impeaching the'testi- 
many uf Mrs. Cora Palmer was to begin. 
Judge. Harris had returned from l.os 
Angeles, where he had been holding 
court for Judge Shaw and was very 
hoarse. 


He testified that he first became 


acquainted with McAVhirter in lj>77, 
when he firat came to Fresno. Their 
relations hud been pleasant until about 
18S9, when they became very unpleas- 
ant, and they quit speaking. At one 
time they were very much opposed to 
each other, hut at the time of his death 
this feeling had died down somewhat. 


Mr. Foote asked him if he had con- 


spired with Terry, ^y. D. Grady or 
any one to have McWhirter assaulted or 
maltreated. Mr. Johnson objected to 
this strenuously as improper. 
Mr. 


Foote churned that it was controverting 
the theory of the prosecution. The 
court ruled it out. 


Judge Harris testified that his rela- 


tions with 
K. U. Terry were very 


friendly. He had first heard of the mur- 
der of" McWhirter in his chambers at 
the court house, about 8 o'clock, from 
Attorney Farley. 


Ou Sunday evening prior to the mur- 


der he saw Terry and John McMullenat 
the lirand Central, and Terry asked 
him to spend tbe night at his house. 
They lived a half block apart on 0 
street and both their families were away 
at the time, and witness freimently 
spent the night with Terry. He went 
home with Terry about 10 o'clock, and 
soon after went to bed in adjoining 
rooms opening into each other through 
a common bath room. During tile night 
ho got up and spoke to Terry,who re- 
sponded and afterwards also arose. They 
went to bed again and the witness 
awoke between 5 and G o'clock. Terry 
got up also and had breakfast about 
7 o'clock, and then walked up 0 street 
to Mariyosa and down tbat to tbe court 
house, where they parted. He heard 
no noise of anyone going out or coming 
in during the night, and while Terry 
might have got up and left the house, 
he had heard and saw nothing to indi- 
cate that he had. 


"Witness stated that the subsequent 


events of that dny bad firmly tixftd in 
his mind occurrences that otherwise 
would have been forgottec. 
He was 


unable to say whether the examination 
of Gtorge ^ontag was in progress t!mt 
day or not, or whether he saw "Detective 
Hume. 


Cross-examined by Mr. Johnson he 


stated that he felt quite unfriendly to- 
ward McWhirter at tbe time, but the en- 
mity was not so strong at tbat time as at 
a prior period. .McWhirter had been po- 
litically and personally antagonistic" to 
witness for a long time. 


He waa asked if he remembered the 


Democratic nominating convention of 
May, 1892, and said that he did and that 
he knew Gus Witthouse. 


"Did you at that time tell him that 


McWhirter was trying to break up the 
Democratic party and ought to be 
killed?" 


Mr. Foote objected. 
Mr. Johnson 


stated that they proposed to show the 
feelings of the witness toward Mc- 
Whirter, and that he had made threats. 
The court sustained Mr. Foote's objec- 
tion.ituess breakfasted with Terry that 
morning and was waited on by Terry's 
Chinese, cook. On Sunday evening lie 
and Terry had' gone by witness' house, 
then occupied by Mrs. hedsmger, a dis- 
tant relative, and her two boys. He 
stopped in to tell her that he would not 
be home that night and went on to Ter- 
ry's house. 


"Was there a servant at your house at 


that time named Katie Birch?" 


"I don't know; 
can't remember 


whether she was there at tbat time: 
my impression is that she was there 
part of tlie, lime." 


"Did yon not on the morning of the 


murder take breakfast at your Iiouse, 
Katie Birch being present? and did not 
Harry Ledsinger give you the first in- 
formation of the death of McWhirter 
then, and did you not discuss the matter 
with Mrs. Ledsinger in the presence of 
Miss llirch?" 


The witness was positive that nothing 


of tbe kind occurred. He did not think 
that he stopped at his house on the way 
to his ollice. 
;Did you not go to your house, step 


in, and then come out and have a long 
talk at the fence with Terry—you inside 
mid Terry outside?" 


"I did not." 
"Did you not on the morning and 


shortly alter McWhirter waa killed, 
step out of your house and talk to some 
men who had rapidly driven there in u 
cab and called you out?" 


"No, sir." 
The witness stated positively that he 


was not in his house that night, except 
when he stopped on his way to Terry's 
to tell Mrs. Ledsinger that he would not 
je at home ihrtt night. 


"Did you not return to your house 


after you had gone to your ollice that 
uiormiig?" 


He did not remember of doing so, and 


his impression was somewhat positive 
that he did not. 


"Did you know J. W. Slianklin in 


1S02?" 


1 have known him ever since he 


came to Fresno.'. 


Witness remembered the occasion of 


Slianklin publishing a card in the pa- 
per in February,18U2. 


"Did you subsequently havean inter- 


view with him in which you asked him 
to publish an article defamatory and 
hlMrlous of Louis B. McWhirter, and 
telling him tbat you would pay him and 
for him to see Heel Terry and arrange 
it?""I never had an interview with Mr. 
Shnnklin on that or any other subject " 


"Did not Mr, Slianklin call on you, 


and did you not tell him that you had 
an article for the papers that you would 
pay for and—" 


Judge Shaw interposed and stated 


that he thought he should atop further 
questioning in that line. Mr. Johnson 
insisted that he waa pursuing exactly 
the came line permitted to the defense 
with regard to one of the witnesses for 
the pro3Rcution. The court refused to 
permit this line of examination to pro- 
ceed further. 


Judge Harris stated that he had fre- 


quently slept at Terry's houae, but he 
thought that was the first instance, that 
year, as he had returned to Fresno 
about the 16th of August. 


He rcniemlwred by a certain circum- 


stance that he went home at noon of 
that day, but did not know whether his 
l>ed hnd been occupied that night. 


On redirect he stated that he thought 


Miss Birch was there at the time. 


1*. II. Monaghan testified that lie had 


Mike Murray employed as bartender at 
the time of the murder, and that the 
two attended to the business?. He gave 
a description, of the interior arrange- 
ments of tlie paloon. 
There, was no 


light in the hallway to the rear of tho 
saloon. He did not take the Chronicle., 
and did not see P. F. Peck there the 
night of the murder; nor did ho recol- 
lect of seeing Heath.
